REPORTED. 


MISUNDERSTANDING OF THE 
’ RESIDENCE LAW. 


OFFICIAL | 


In view of a report which 
appeared in the Wah Kiu Yat Po, 
a local Chinese daily paper, to 
the effect that as a result of the 
repealing by the Government of 
the Ordinance of 1904, which 
prohibited Chinese from living 
on the Peak, there had been 
sudden Chinese speculative ac- 
tivity in Peak houses, and that 
the speculators now believed that 
Chinese may live on the Peak 
from henceforth, the Telegraph 
this morning, made enquiries at 
the Colonial Secretariat regard- 
ing the actual position. 

Our representative was fnform- 
ed that although the Ordinance of 
190% was repealed on December & 
of Jast year, there still remained 
another Ordinance which covered 
the sume question, and the poal- 
tion accordingly remained prac: 
tically as before, except that all per- 
manent residents, of whatever na- 
tionality, have to obtain permis 
sion to reside on the Peak.

“FAMOUS INVENTOR’S 
DEATH. 


DESTRUCTIVE WEAPONS FOR 
USE IN WAR. 


London, Feb, 2. 

The death has occurred cf the 
well-known engineer and explosives 
expert, Mr. Frederick Marten Hale, 
He was 66 years of aye. 

The lute Mr. Hale’s inventions 
were invaluable to the Allied cause. 
The Hale Rifle Grenade and the 
Hate Alreraft Bombs were the only 
ones available for the British and 
French forces when the War broke 
out. The first Zeppelin to be des- 
troyed in the war by nirernft, in 
its hunger at Dusseldorf (Lieut. 
Marix, October 1914), the first 
Zeppelin to be brought down in mid- 
nir, 1915, and the first submarine to 
be sunk by aircraft, were all effect- 
ed by Hate bombs, many hundreds 
of thousands of which were made. 
Over ten million Hale © grenades 
were used in the trenches. © 


He wns also the first to propose 
and invent, in November 1914, an 
anti-submarine diving bomb, or 
depth charge. He was also an ex- 
pert on armour-piercing shells.—

MAHATMA’S PROPHECY 


London, Feb, 2. 
India, Gandhi and the attitude 
of the.

questioners that twenty-cight 
leaders of the Congress had been, 
relensed, Tt) was too soon to” 
appraise the effect in India of the 
Kound Table Conference deliberna- 
tions and of ‘the unconditional 
release of the Conyress leaders. 
He added, in reference to Press 
reports to the effect that Gandhi 
had indicated a desire. to return to 
an intensive form of boycott that 
the Government was constantly. 
considering the situation as; it 
developed. ag : 


Possible Prejudice. 


Mr, Wedgwood Benn later stated 
that in order to avoid the risk of 
possible prejudice to uw favourable 
issue of the present situation, it 
waa proposed to suspend the issue 
for publication of the Government 
of India's weekly appreciation, 

Asked {f a committee of experts 
to work out details of the proposed 
training college for Indian Army 
Officters in India had been set’ up, 
Mr, Wedgwood Benn sald: | “Not 
yet, but I am in consultation with 
the Government of India.”—Reuter,

Insists on Freedom. 


He emphatically endorsed the 
immediate measures for India’s * 
full independence ns .outlined in 
the: resolution adopted by the 
Congress Party last year, 

“We can suspend judgment on 
MicDonald’s statement of policy. 
at the conference in .London but 
we can’t suspend the activities of 
the Congress Party,” ‘he said. 

He urged the authorities to’ 
liberate. the thousands of impri- 
soned Indian nationalists, em- 
phosizing the necessity of a 
general political amnesty If peace 
is to be restored, . 


Can't Dictate, 


“The authorities. don’t under- 
stand,” ‘he told the Associated 
Press, “that the nationalist move- 
ment has so affected the“minds'of 
the mussos that thelr leaders ure 
unable .to dictate any course of 
action.” 

During the offorts of great 
crowda to catch a glimpse. of their 
lender, one woman was crushed to 
death while 31 other persons were 
verloualy injured.

Tho Hongkong branch of the St, 
John Ambulance Brigade exhibited 
its smartness and efficiency. at 
Caroline Hill yesterday afternoon, 
when His Excellency the Governor 
(Sir William) Peel, K.C.M.G., 
K.B.E.,), conducted the annual 
inspection. ae 

Under tho direction of Mr. 
Alfred Morris (Assistant Commis- 
sioner) and Mr. J. Ralston (Corps 
Superintendent), the brigade re- 
venled itaelf as being not only 
highly trained in the methods of 
assisting the Injured, but also 
showed 2 smartness in turn-out 
which wan exemplary. His Ex- 
collency the Governor, both in his 
address and his commenis to tan 
oieers, expressed his comp!cte 
ratisfaction and his admiration 
for the displar. . : 

Sir William Peel, who wore oM- 
cial uniform, was accompanied by 
his A.D.C, (Capt. Coltman), and 
among those present were also 
Lady Peel, accompanied by Mr. 
G.W.A. Tufton (Private Seere- 
tary), His Excellency the Gen- 
eral Officer Commanding (Major 
General J.) WW. Sandilanda), 
with Capt. Cameron. (A.D.C.), 
the Commodore (Capt, A. H. 
Walker) and Mrs. Walker, the 
Hon, Mr. H. T. Creasy (Director 
of Public Works), and Messrs. Ho 
Kom-tang, Li Yick-mui, Li Yau- 
fsun, CBE, Kwok Siu-lau, T. ON.

Upon ihe entrance of the otieal 
party, the band of the South Waleg 
% rderern led the Royal Salute. 
which was piven by the entire 
brigade, ineluding the Victoria 
Nursing Division and the Motor 
Ambulance scetion, 

Subseqeuntly Sir William carri- 
ed out an inspection of the brigade 
in its entirety, and afterwards an 
impressive demonstration Was 
siven, when “patients,” supposed 
to be suffering: from broken limbs, 
lacerations, dislocated bones, fits, 
ete, wore apeedily and offectively: 
handaged and prepared for re- 
moval to hospital The demon- 
stration was a very fine achleve- 
ment, and clearly showed how 
efficient was the whole brigade, 
When these first-ald requirements 
had been attended to, His Excel- 
lency made his way around the 
ranks, pausing to inspecl the work, 
and congratulating the men on the 
excellence of the display, 


The Governor's Commendation, 


Later Sir William presented the 
prizes to the successful divisions, 
and addressed the brigade, in the 
course of which he said: 

It gives me great pleasure to be 
here to-day to inapect you and to 
watch your demonstration. 1 
should like to congratulate you on 
the efficienvy of your demonstra- 
tion and turn-out. I also con- 
yratulate those to whom I have 
handed prizes this afternoon, and 
I hope their suecess. will incite 
others emulate a similar suc- 
ersa next year. . 

Since the Jast inspection you 
have lost your Inte Assistant: Com- 
missioner, Mr. Ralphs. to whom 
the success of the Corps is largely 
duc. ‘I sincerely congratulate you 
and Mr. Morris on his appoint- 
ment ag Assistant Commisioner in 
Mr, Ralphs’ place. Mr. Morris has 
been associated with the Corps 
since 1916, and during that time 
hus had a distinguished term of 
office, 

T must strike one sad note, and 
that ia the loss of Mr. Savage, the 
late District Commissioner for 
Kowloon. Ife was a most zealous 
officer and his death is u consfder- 
able loks to the Corps, 

The Corps continues its succeas- 
ful career, numbering 438 at the 
ond of last year as compared with 
283 three yenrs before, It has 
xrown alnce 1916 from two 
Divisions to 16. During the 
year, the Corps has at- 
tended lectures and instruction 
in first-aid, and in the case of the 


.} assisted in tho instruction of mem- 


bers of the Police Force and. Fire 
Brigado fn first-aid,-no less than 
576 members of these Lodics hav- 
ing paased thelr testa in this, 
Government is very grateful to the 
Corps for its co-operation. 


Effective Vaccinations. 


It continues to do excellent work 
in the matter of vaccinations and 
between Octoer 1929 and April 
1930, 134,000: -vaccinutions were 
performed, 3,000 of which were 
children under five years of age. 
Up to the present session, no less 
than 70,000 cases have been treat- 
ed for vaccinations. EF  ecnnnot 
epenk with too much praise of this 
work, and in the opinion of the 
Director of Medical Services the 
small number of maall-pox cases 
ia largely duc te your efforts in 
vaccination, I congratulate the 
Corps on ita work in vaccination. 

Commenting further on the low 
incldence of small-pox in -the 
Colony, which he regarded as a 
satisfactory fenture, Hix Excel- 
lency reminded: them that it might 
perhaps bo rather ‘dangerous to 
have too much confidence in ite 
Immunity, and that a few cases 
next year might moan much more 
work for'them to do. 

His Excellency continued.—In 
addition, the Corps has attended 
200 canes of suicides, assaults, etc. 
and 20 enses of fire outbreaks, and 
I cannot say too much abotit the 
public service which the Corps 
renders. J take this opportunity 
of stressing the goeat part which 
you take in the good of the com. 
munity, and J appeal for smn) 
financial assistance as the Corps 
is supported by voluntary con- 
tributions, and it needs additional 
asaistanee to provide for its equkge- 
ment and medical stores, which, 
through the fall of the dolar. have 
become mare-expenusive, 

The balance in 2920 is a little 
misleading, as severed payments 

{ the entl of the year, 
including: $2,500 for prizes, whilst 
it is proposed to purchase a new 
ambulance for $6,500, It is: also 
hoped to build new headquarters 
from the Corps fund: this ia a long 
felt Want and £ feel the appeal is 
fully justified. . 

I wish to thank the’ lecturers, 
demonstrators, examiners and all 
who give their services to assist 
the Corps, A great debt of grati- 
tude is owed to them, and 1 wish 
you every continued success in the 
yenrs to come, ‘ 

A great debt of gratitude is also 
owed to the Hongkong Tramway 
Company ard the Star Ferry Cou] 
for the assistance they have given 
in the matter of special fares,

A WELCOME DECISION. 


For all too long has Hongkong 
tolerated the treatment of small- 
pox cases in homes, provided there 
is notification to the Medcial OM- 
cer of Health, that all the inmates 
are vaccinated, and that a notice 
is posted on'the door of the house 
where a patient Is being treated. 
Thia amazing concession to the 
Chinese was made as long ngo as 
1928, and, in spite of facts show- 
ing that it involves a Acrious dan- 
ger to the whole community, it 
has remained In force ever since. 
It is ‘cause for thankfulness, how- 
ever, that at Jong lust the Govern- 
ment intends repealing this pri- 
vilege, a motion to this effect be- 
ing ‘due to come before the Sani- 
tury Board at this afternoon’s 
ago, when the 
question was last before the 
Board, we expressed the view that 
it was little short of scand:ilous 
that home-treatment should be 
permitted in overcrowded tene- 
ment: houses, and at the sume time 
we urged the withdrawal of the 
concession. Happily, we have‘not 
since been visited by ‘n serious 
outbreak of the disease, but that 
iy more by good fortune than 
otherwise, In any event, it is 
high time thit the authorities took 
the line of action to which we are 
glad to see they are now commit- 
ted. 

One of the arguments which 
|Chinese members of the Sanitary 
Board have put forward in times 
past fs that to demand removal of 
patients to hospital is to encour- 
aye failure to notify. Against this 
submission, however, we have had 
it conceded that, even with home 
treatment permitted, the conceal- 
ment of cases and the dumping of 
bodies continues amongst the 
poorer classes, It was in the 
hope that the Chinese would 
promptly notify cases If they were 
allowed to have them treated at 
home that the, 1918 concession 
was mide, but it has been shown 
in practice that this hope has not 
been realised. Apart, however, 
from that aspect of the question, 
we cannot ‘conceive’ how the 
Colony’s medical authorities ever 
agreed to bargain with the Chin- 
ese community on such ao vital 
matter as this. Some two years 
ago, Dr. Koch put forward.a num- 
ber of searching questions on thia 
subject at‘a meeting of the Sani- 
tary Bonrd, in reply to which it 
was frankly admitted by the Gov- 
ernment that “officient and pro- 
por isolation in tonomont houses 
is quite - impossible,” It -wag, 
moreovor, added that any porsons 


remaining fn their homes «while 
faufforing from small-pox ropro- 
sonted & grave danger to the con- 
tacts, disrct and Indirect, who had. 


.]not rendered themselves ‘immuno 


by vaceination. Another  state- 
mont made was that even the 
nursing sisters at the small-pox 
hoapital were not permitted to mix 
with the community, so ng to Avoid 
the risk of thelr carrying Infec- 
tion from their patients, Yet, In 
spitq:ef these admissions, the Gov- 
ernment has continued to allow 
Chinese patients to be treated in 
their own homes. A more, as- 
tounding situation can hardly be 
imagined. Even nursing slaters, 
with all’the means of immuniza- 
tion which they have at thoir dis- 
posal, are not allowed to leave 
the hospital, but Chinese from the 
filthiest. hovels in the most over- 
crawded parts of the city, in which 
amnil-pox patients may be lying, 
can come and go ag they please. 
What fs é¢qually surprising : in 
that lenders of the Chinese com- 
munity who {jn other reapects are 
moat progressive in their outlook 
should, as they often have done. 
plead not only for the retention 
of the existing practice, but even 
request further concessions, sych 
ng the waiving of disinfection, 
Plens of this nature are usually 
made on the ground that there is 
much ignorance amongst the 
poorer: vlasses concerning the ef- 
fects of disinfection on clothing

It is, indeed, along these 
lines that the small-pox evil should 
be tackled, prevention being in- 
finitely better than cure. Free 
inoculation is now provided by 
the Government, so that, with 
strict enforcement of the notifica- 
tion regulations and the abolition of 
home treatment, we may expect 
the Colony to master a scourge 
which has in days gone by taken 
a-heavy toll of life. in this Colony. 


* Serious Death Duty Anomalies. ° 


Faced’ ‘with the problem of 
finding new sources of revenue a3 
an alternative to risking a $5,000,- 
000 budget deficit, more or less, 
the Government has turned its at- 
tention to Death Duties. It is an 
obvious choice. ' Little glee is likely 
to be evoked by any new taxation, 
it is true, but this is a form which 
we imagine will-encounter the least 
opposition. The old rates were, in 
fact, remarkably low. The new 
schedule, representing fairly sub 
stantinI increases, remains, up to a 
point, moderate. We-certainly can- 
not admit, however, that the subject 
is one lacking importance. While 
Wwe agree that increases may be 
Justified, a comparison of the sche- 
dule with the duties enforced in 
Great Britain reveals patent an- 
amolics, and if the Unofficial Mem- 
bers of the Couneil fulfil their func- 
tion ag representatives of public 
interests, the Goverament. vill be 
required to answer a charge of pro- 
ceeding on wrong principles, -The 
people who can well afford to contri- 
bute of their wealth to the Treasury 
fire allowed to escape comparatively | 
lightly; while ‘tho Government still 
demands its $5 from tho bene- 
ficlaries of 2 $501 estate. Even in

ATE scems to have brought mo 

in touch with English pooplo 
at almost overy stage of my curccr, 
and among them I have found 
many good friends. You ‘know, it 
was a.kind fate that first brought 
me to London to study the theatre. 
It was lucky, too, that 1 was 
wounded and captured carly in the 
war, because that gave me the op- 
portunity of bexinning to Jearn 
English while 1 was still quite 
young. : 

Two Englishmen I met in Paris 
theatrical circles in the carly days 
also helped when I-was only be- 
ginning to make my name on tha 
stage. One of them, Mr. T. Elder 
Hearn, I have known since my boy- 
hood and he is with me in Paris 
now.

During the time that 1 was a 
red-nose comedian I did not have 
to dance at all, as you can under- 
stand. But, after I had changed 
my style of performance and taken 
to wearing my straw hat, things 
were different. When I was call- 
ed upon to take increasingly large 
parts in the Paris revucs, | made 
up my mind to learn dancing pro- 
perly.

TWO MEN CHARGED.

Rendall that according to the 
medical certificate, two of the men 
were suffering from stab wounds 
in the atomach and would not be 
fit for discharge for another three 
weeks, while the third also had a 
Blab wound In the stomach but 
would probably be discharged 
from hospital one week earlier, 
the fourth requiring but one week 
for treatment of sealp wounds.

GERMANY. 


COMMUNISM AS: THE DRIVING 
FORCE. 


SCHOOL PROPAGANDA. 


The proposed . establishment of 
the Athlelst International in Berlin, 
reported some days ago, would not 
mark the beginning of Communist 
athelat) propaganda in Germany, 
but rather show that it has already 
uchfeved considerable success. 

There are alrendy about 120,000 
members of the Proletarian Freé- 
thinkers’ Unions, which correspond 
roughly to the Unton of the God- 
less in the Soviet Union. To.the 
efforts of these unfons at least: half 
the 37,000 resignations from church 
membership between November, 
1929, and May, 1930, are attribut- 
ed. Since German churches large- 
ly subsist on a tax collected for 
them by the State from their re- 
istered members, this act is one 
of much grenter formal importance 
than would be the case in England. 

The International of — Free- 
thinkers held a conference at 
Tetschen, in Northern Bohemia, in 
November, at which the majority of 
delegates followed Communiat 
leadership and the organisation 
broke into tiyo_halves.

Copying Soviet Model. 


The Communiat cultural organi- 
tions, of which the most important 
is the Ifa (Association for Workers’ 
Culture). have united with German 
Communist freethinking organisa- 
tions for anti-religious propaganda, 
At a Berlin congress in November 
it was resolved “to carry ont inde- 
pendent political cultural work on a 
mass scale in close connexion with 
the political and economic issucs of 
the day.” 

As an instance of avhat this 
means, the Vogsixsehe Zetting — re- 
calls a procession of 160 uncemploy- 
ed which appeared before the 
Neukolln town hall last spring in 
order to register officially their re- 
signationgs from the chuch, 

The various organisations have a 
programme of work similar to that 
of the Godless in Russia. They 
hope to secure one hundred thou- 
sand resignations from the church 
ty April, 1931, and to win 50,000 
of these for the Proletarian Free- 
thinkers’ Union. : 

Special attention ix concentrated 
on atheist missions among women 
and children. New _ periodicals 
are to be issued for this purpose, 
and-—interesting evidence of the 
importance the Komintern  attri- 
butes to the religious question— 
Communist publishing netivities in 
Germany will concentrate on atheist 
propnganda during the next few 
months. 

The Ifn's work in schools is to 
be expanded. The official establish- 
ment of parents’ committecr in con- 

*xion with Pruselan schools makes 
it easier to bring together Com- 
munist school teachers, parents, and 
children who have been brought up 
as Communist Atheists. 

Reliable members of the Com- 
munist Party are asked to send 
their children to denominational 
schools so as to start propaganda 
work among children from Chris- 
tiun homes and form Atheist cells,

‘DISCOVERY OF THE TOMBS 
OF KINGS. - 


STRANGE RELICS. 


Light on one of the moat bafiling 
mysterics of human development 
will be shed, it is hoped, by the 
discovery of the tombs of the most 
important kings of Ur, in Mvso- 
potamia. : 

This discovery has been made by 
the joint expedition of the British 
Museum and the Museum of the 
University of Pennsylvania, under 
the leadership of Mr. C. L. Woolley. 

The tombs of the Third Dynasty 
nre the largest which have yet beon 
found in Mesopotamia, and — their 
date Is about 2400-2300 B.C. Ur- 
Nammu, the firat King of this 
dynasty, built the Ziggurat, the 
great temple which sought, like the 
Tower of Badel, to reach upwards 
to the Heavens. 

“The importance of the dis- 
covery,” Sir Frederic ‘Kenyon, late 
Director of the British Museum, 
saya “in enhanced by the fact that 
no literary texts of the dynasty 
survive, and that what we know of 
their history has to be pieced to- 
gether from the ruins of the bulld- 
ings, 

“Prom the chambers which have 
been explored passages lead down 
to other and deeper chambers which 
it is hoped will prove to be unrified, 
and to contain material of the 
grentest value illustrating the his- 
tory and origin of the dynasty. 

“Ur-Nammu, Dungi, and Bur- 
Sin are the names of the Kings. 
Last season a wall was discovered 
with bricks bearing the name of 
Bur-Sin, ‘and it was from this 
point that the present investiga- 
tions were started. The wall proy- 
ed to be an annexe built by Bur-Sin 
to x much larger temple erected by 
his father, Dungi. 

“Betow the floors of both struc- 
tures are tombs, large and lofty 
chambers with corbal vaultings. It 
js in the exploration of Dungi’s 
tomb that the greatest hopes are 
entertained, but further work Will 
be held up until the passages Iead- 
ing out of it have been securely 
shored up.” 


The Royal House. 


Thé royal house founded by Ur- 
Nammu is the “mystery dynasty” 
of Ur. Its realms stretched _un- 
broken from the Persinn Gulf to 
the Mediterranean, and the title 
“King of the Four Quarters of the 
Earth” was used by successive 
rulers. Yet the origin of the dy- 
nasty is an unsolved problem, and 
little is known’ of the great wars 
by which its empire must have been 
established. 

Ur-Nammu leaps suddenly into 
history as a rebel against Utu- 
khegul, the last king of the preceed- 
ing dynasty, whom he had pre- 
viously served as the local governor 
of Ur. From the moment of’ his 
accession he laboured to make the 
city worthy of the position to which 
his ambition destined it, and to 
make its Moonged Nannar the most 
respected deity in Mesopotumin. 

“He made justice to reign,” 
“Wickedness tarricd not before 
him,” and “The righteousness of, 
Ur-Nammu, a treasure” are phrases 
which suggest that his vast empire 
was ably administered. Round his 
capital the irrigation system wan 
in urgent need of repair, and it was 
probably by his great net-work of 
canals as much as by foreign con- 
quest that he earned his other title 
of “the Merciful Lord who brought 
prosperity to Ur.” 

One scene depicted on 4 limestone 
stela shows the king in an attitude 
of worship and an_ungel flying 
down to him from Heaven holding 
u vase from which the water of 
fertility is pouring out upon the 
ground. : 

Another scene shows cattle, and 
men milking them, and the whole 
tone of the monument was describ- 
ed by Mr. Woolley as being in 
striking contrast to the correspond- 
ing Assyrian monuments, which 
testify to success in conquest rather 
than to skill in administration. 

Dung!; UrNammu’s son, fought 
many wars in his 68 ycars’ reign, 
and more completely reduced the 
outlying provinces of the empire. 
The period must have been one of 
great prosperity for there was. 
continuovsa peace within the home 
lands of Sumer and Akkad. 

Tablets from Lagash show how 
great must *havo—been. the- Wealth 
of even a provincial shrine. These 
tublets enumerate vast possessions 
of sheep, cattle; and other live- 
stock, and give impressive details 
of the administration of the temple 
property. . Like his ‘son Bur-Sin 
Dungi was an uctive builder, and, 
us Mr. Woolley has. expressed it: 
“If they left fewer monuments than 


-[ their predecessor,. it was probably 


because there was tess left for them 
to build.” > Se; 


Height of the Temple, ; 


“ The. gods of the Sumerians are 
often. represented as .standing on 
mountains, and‘it was probably for 
thia reason that the temple of the 
Ziggurat was built to such a vast 
height. . « F

SOVIET WANTS TO RESUME 
: " RELATIONS. 


PROPAGANDA POINT: 


Tientain, Feb. 2. 

That the Soviet Government Is 
most desirous of resuming political 
and commercin! relations with the 
NankIng regime was the remark 
made by General Mo Teh-hui, 
Chinese delegate to the Sino-Sovict 
Conferenco. at Moscow, who ar- 
rived here yesterday after a series 
of conferences with the high Man- 
churian officials, Including General 
Chang Heuch-liang, at-Mukden. 

General Mo ia on his way to 
Nanking to submit a report of his 
work at Moscow to Mr. C. T. Wang 
before returning to Ruasin, where 
the final conferences with the Rus- 
sian authorities will be held some 
time in March. 

Interviewed by Chinese corres- 
pondenta on the train, General Mo 
denied all rumours that the Rus- 
sian Government intended to bring 
pressure on the Moscow confer- 
ence by {increasing the Russian 
garrison forces on the Ruagsian- 
Manchurian frontier. He © re- 
marked that, on the contrary, the 
Soviet Government had recently 
changed its attitude of aggression, 
expressing a wish to effect an early 
settlement of all outstanding dis- 
putes. In view of the deadlock on 
the C. FE, R. question, the Mukden 
Government was deaslrous that 
Nanking and Moscow should reach 
an amicable ayrecment aa early as 
poasible. 

Commenting on the possibility of 
the Russian Government continuing 
the dissemination of Communist 
propaganda in North-Western 
China after the resumption of 
Russian-Chinese commercial and 
political relations, General Mo said 
that Nanking could adopt the policy 
used by the Turkish Government by 
enforcing rigid measures within 
China and by laying down condi- 
tions in the new Treaty with Russia, 

High, officials of the Nanking 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs wel- 
comed General Mo Teh-hui at 
Ticntain and accompanied him ‘to 
Nanking, leaving here last evening 
by special train. The Nanking 
officials and General Mo were 
entertained by the = Tientain 
Municipal officials at Government

AT RESCUE. 


‘THIRD OFFICER'S BATTLE 
| WITH HIGH SEAS. 


Although a strong north-cast 
wind was causing heavy seas, Mr. 
R. T. Salmon, well-known third 
oficcr of the Jardine steamor 
Yuensang, dived overboard in.o 
Rallant. attempt to save a Chinese 
member of the crew of a distreas- 
od fishing junk. He battled 
through -the high ‘waves and 
brought the man on bonrd, but 
resuscitation’ methods were of no 
avail, and the Chinese was Inter 
buried at sea, ; 

Tho incident {s reported from 
Amoy by Capt. J. W. Pettigrew, 
master of tho. Yuensang, which 
was going from Hongkong to An -* 
at the time. About 11.30 a.m. on 
Tucsaday, a waterlogged fishing. 
junk was sighted in Jat. 22.18 N., 
and long. 114.44 E., and’ with a- 
strong north-enst wind blowing 
and a rough sen running, was 
showing signs of distress. The 
Yuensang manoeuvred to wind- 
ward of the junk, and six of the 
crew of seven Were rescued by 
being pulled aboard on Hfcbuoys 
jwhich the ateamer had thrown 
overboard, with lifelines attached. 

The other Chinese, however, 
drifted away in the Jifebuoy, and 
hohe seas brenking over him, 
wns in a state of collapse, lying 
across the buoy with his head 
under the water. Seeing his pre- 
dicnment, Mr. Salmon stripped, 
and making « life-line fast around 
hix Waist, dived overboard. He 
renched the drowning man and 
both were pulled on board, 

Dr. Sarker, the ship’s surgeon, 
and other officers worked hard on 
the body with artificial respiration 
methods .but without success, and 
the body was buried at aca. The 
six survivors were landed at 
Amoy. .
